LAWS   OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress. 

[PUBLIC — No.  185.] 
[Continued.] 

Sec.  U.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  all  other 
ompanies  provided  for  in  this  act  and  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment  be,  and  here- 
by are,  empowered  to  enter  upon,  purchase,  take, 
and  hold  any  lands  or  promises  that  may  be  nec 
es-avy  and  proper  for  the  construction  and  work- 
ing of  said  road,  not  exceeding  in  width  one 
nundrod  feet  on  each  sido  of  its  cent  r  line,  un 
less  a  groatcr  width  bo  required  for  the  purpose 
of  excavation  or  embankment;  and  also  any  lands 
or  premises  that  may  da  necessary  and  proper 
for  turnouts,  standing  places  for  cars,  depots, 
station  nouae[s,]  or  any  other  structures  required 
in  the  construction  and  operating  of  said  road. 
\nd  each  of  said  companies  shall  have  the  right 
to  cat  and  remove  trees  or  other  materials  that 
might  by  tailing  encumber  its  road  bod,  though 
standing  or  being  more  than  one  hundred  feet 
therotrom.  And  in  case  the  ownor  or  claimant  of 
such  lands  or  premises  and  such  company  can 
notagroe  as  lo  tho  damages,  tno  amount  shall  be 
determined  by  the  appraisal  of  three  disintorest 
ed  commissioners  who  may  be  appointed  upon 
application  by  any  party  to  any  judge  ot  a  court 
oi  record  in  any  of  tho  Territories  in  which  the 
lands  or  premises  to  bo  taken  lie  ;  and  said  com* 
missioncrs,  in  their  assessments  of  damages , 
shall  appraise  such  premises  at  what  would  have 
been  the  value  ihoreof  if  the  road  had  not  been 
built;  and  upon  return  into  court  of  such  ap 
praisement,  and  upon  the  payment  to  the  clerk 
thereof  of  the  amount  so  awarded  by  tho  com- 
missioners lor  the  use  and  benefit  of  tho  owner 
thereof  said  premises  shall  be  doomed  to  bo  tak- 
en by  said  company,  which  shall  thereby  acquire 
full  titlo  to  tho  same  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 
And  either  party  feeling  aggrieved  by  said  as- 
sessment may,  within  thirty  days,  file  an  appoal 
there. rom,  and  demand  a  jury  of  twolve  men  to 
estimate  the  dam  ago  sustained;  but  such  appeal 
shall  uotimoifere  with  the  rights  of  said  compa- 
ny lo  enter  up<<n  the  premises  taken,  or  to  do 
any  act  necessary  in  the  Construction  ot  its  road. 
And  said  paity  appealing  shall  give  bonds,  with 
sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  for  the  payment  ot 
any  o  >sts  that  may  arise  upon  such  appeal.  And 
in  case  the  party  appealing  dots  not  obtain  a 
more  favo  able  verdict  euca  party  shall  pay  the 
wnole  cost  incurred  by  tho  appelleo  as  well  as  its 
own.  And  the  payment  into  Court  fur  the  use  ot 
,ho  avoir  or  claimant  ot  a  sum  equal  to  that  final- 
ly awarded  shall  bo  hold  to  vost  in  said  compauv 
tho  title  of  said  land,  and  the  right  to  use  and 
occupy  the  same  for  tho  construction,  maintaining, 
and  operating  of  the  road  of  said  company.  Aua 
in  case  any  of  the  lands  be  taken  as  uioresaio 
shall  bo  held  by  any  person  residing  without  the 
Torritory  or  subject  to  any  legal  disability,  the 
court  may  appoint  a  proper  person,  who  shall 
give  bonds  with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties  lor 
the  faithful  exeoation  of  his  trust,  and  who  ma} 
r<  present  in  court  tho  person  disqualified  or  ab 
sunt  as  aforesaid,  wbon  tho  samo  proceeding  shall 
bo  bad  in  roterence  to  tho  appraisement  of  the 
premises  to  bo  taken  and  with  the  tamo  effect  as 
nave  been  aircauy  described.  And  the  title  ot 
the  company  to  the  'and  taken  by  virtue  of  this 
act  shall  not  be  attecieii  nor  imparod  by  reason  o. 
any  failure  by  any  gnardian  to  discharge*  faith- 
fully bis  trust.  And  in  east-  it  shall  be  necessary 
for  either  of  the  said  Companies  to  enter  up  in 
lands  which  are  unoccupied,  and  of  wbicb  there 
is  no  apparent  owner  or  oiuimant,  it  may  pro- 
ceed lo  tako  and  use  the  same  for  tho  purpose 
oi  its  said  railroad,  and  may  instituet  proceed- 
ijgs  in  manner  described  for  the  purpose  of  as 
certaining  the  value  oi  and  acquiring  a  title  to 
the  same;  and  tho  court  may  determine  the  kiud 
of  notice  to  be  served  on  such  owner  or  owners, 
and  may  in  its  discretion  appoiut  an  ugont  or 
guardian  to  represent  such  owner  or  owners  in 
oase  ot  his  or  their  incapacity  or  non  appear- 
ance. But  in  caso  no  claimant  shall  appear 
within  six  years  from  the  time  of  tho  opening  ot 
said  road  across  any  land,  ail  claim  to  damages 
against  said  company  shall  be  barred.  It  shall 
bo  competent  lor  tho  legal  guardian  of  any  in- 
ant  or  any  other  person  under  guardianship  to 
agree  with  the  prjper  company  as  to  to  damages 
sustained  by  reason  of  the  raking  of  any  lands 
of  any  suoh  person  undor  disability,  as  aforesaid, 
tor  the  use  as  aiorosaid;  and  upon  such  agree- 
ment being  made,  and  approved  by  the  cuurt 
having  supervision  of  the  official  acts  of  said 
guardian,  tne  said  guardian  shall  have  full  pow- 
er to  make  and  execute  a  conveyance  thereof  to 
the  said  company,  which  shall  vest  tho  title 
thereto  in  tho  said  company. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  sec- 
tion three  of  said  act  bo  hereby  amendod  by 
striking  out  the  word  "five,"  where  the  same 
occurs  in  said  section,  and  by  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  tho  word  ''ten;"  and  by  striking  out 
the  word  "ten,"  where  the  same  occurs  in  said 
section,  and  inserting  in  liou  thereof  the  word 
"twenty."  And  section  seven  of  said  act  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  tho  word  "fit- 
teen,"  where  the  samo  occurs  in  said  section, 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "twenty- 
five."  And  the  term  "mineral  land,"  wherever 
the  same  occurs  in  this  act,  and  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  bo  construed 
to  includo  coal  and  iron  land.  And  any  lands 
granted  by  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  shall  not  defeat  or  impair  any 
preemption,  homestead,  swamp  land,  or  other 
tawful  claim,  nor  include  any  Government  res- 
ervation or  xineral  lands,  or  the  improvements 
of  any  bona  fide  settler  on  any  lands  returned 
and  denominated  as  mineral  land*,  and  the  tim- 
ber necessary  to  support  bis  said  improvements 
as  a  miner  or  ag  loulturatist,  to  be  ascertained 
under  such  rules  us  have  been  or  may  be  estab 
hsbed  by  the  C  <intnissiuner  oi  the  General  Land 
Office,  in  conformity  with  tbe  provisions  of  the 
proeuiplion  laws;  Provided,  That  thi  quantity 
tbus  exompted  by  tne  operation  of  tbis  act,  and 
the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment,  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  ucros  for  each 
settler  who  claims  as  an  agricuLalist;  and  such 
quantity  for  eaoh  sottlur  who  claims  as  a  miuer, 
as  the  said  Commissioner  may  establish  by  gener- 
al regulation:  Provided,  also.  That  the  phrase  "but 
were  the  ?amo  shall  contain  timber,  the  timber 
theroon  is  hereby  granted  to  said  company,"  in 
tho  proviso  to  said  section  throe,  shall  not  apply 
to  the  timoer  growing  or  being  on  any  land  far- 
ther than  ten  miles  Irom  tho  center  lino  of  any 
one  of  said  roads  or  branches  mentioned  in  said 
act  or  in  this  act.  And  all  lands  shall  be  exclud- 
ed from  the  operation  of  thit  act,  and  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  which  were  lo- 
cated or  selected  to  be  located  under  the  provis- 
ions of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  donating  lands  to 
the  several  States  and  Serritories  which  may 
provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and 
the  mechanic  arts,"  approved  July  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  -  two,  and  notioe 
thereof  given  at  the  proper  laud  office. 

Sec.  5.  And  6«  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
time  for  designating  the  geneial  route  of  said 
railroad,  and  of  filing  the  map  of  the  same,  and 
the  time  for  the  completion  of  that  part  of  the 
railroads  required  by  tho  terms  of  said  act  of 
each  company,  be  and  the  samo  is  hereby  extend- 
ed ono  year  from  the  time  in  said  act  designated; 
and  that  the  Central  Pacific  Rai  r  »ad  Compmy  of 
California  shall  be  required  to  complete  twenty- 
five  miles  of  their  said  road  in  each  year  there- 
utter,  and  the  whole  to  tbe  Stato  line  within  four 
years,  and  that  uuly  one-half  of  the  compensa- 
tion for  services  rendered  for  tho  Government  by 
said  companies  shall  be  required  to  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  tho  bonds  issued  by  the  Govern- 
ment in  aid  of  the  construction  of  said  roads. 

Soc.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
proviso  to  nection  fturof  said  act  is  hereby  mod- 
ified as  follows,  viz:  And  tho  President  of  tho 
United  StateB  is  heroby  authorised,  at  any  time 
after  tho  rtatsage  of  this  aot,  V*  apjHtint  for  fasj 


and  every  of  said  roads  three  commissioners,  as 
provided  for  in  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  amen- 
datory; and  tho  verified  statement  of  tho  presi- 
dent of  tho  California  company,  required  by  said 
section  four,  shall  be  filed  in  tho  office  of  the 
United  States  surveyor  general  for  tho  Stato  of 
California,  instead  of  being  presented  to  tbe 
President  of  the  United  States;  and  tho  said 
surveyor  general  shall  thereupon  notify  the  said 
commissioners  of  the  filing  of  such  statement, 
and  tho  said  commissioners  shall  thereupon  pro- 
ceed to  examine  the  portion  of  said  railroad  and 
telegraph  line  so  completed,  and  make  their  re- 
port thereon  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  as  provided  by  tho  act  of  wbioh  this  is 
amendatory.  And  such  statement  may  be  filed 
and  such  railroad  and  telegraph  lino  be  examined 
and  reported  on  by  the  paid  aommi.-sions,  and  tho 
rcqusito  amount  of  bonds  may  be  issued,  and  the 
lands  appertaining  thcroto  may  bo  set  apart,  lo 
cated ,  entered,  and  patented,  ns  provided  in 
this  act  and  the  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory, 
upon  the  construction  by  said  railroad  company 
»f  California  of  any  portion  of  not  less  than 
twenty  consecutive  miles  of  their  said  railroad 
and  telegraph  line,  upon  the  certificate  of  said 
commissioners  that  such  portion  is  completed  as 
reqit<red  by  tho  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory. 
And  suction  ten  of  the  act  of  which  this  is  amen- 
dato-y  is  hereby  amondod  by  inserting  after  the 
wmds  "United  states,"  in  tbe  last  clause,  the 
words  "and  States  intervening." 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  so 
much  of  soctton  seventeen  of  said  act  as  provides 
for  a  leservation  by  the  Government  of  a  portion 
of  the  bonds  to  be  issued  to  aid  in  tho  construc- 
tion of  the  said  railroads  is  hereby  repealed. 
\nd  tho  failure  of  any  one  company  to  comply 
tully  widi  the  conditions  and  requirements  of 
his  act,  or  tho  act  to  which  i.hi-  is  amendatory, 
-.ball  not  work  a  forfeituro  of  tho  rights,  priv i» 
eges,  or  franchiso  of  any  other  company  or 
companies  that  shall  have  complied  with  the 
same. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for 
thepurp  iso  of  facilitating  the  work  on  said  rail- 
road, aud  of  enabliug  the  said  company  as  early 
as  practicable  to  commence  tho  grading  of  said 
railroad  in  the  region  of  the  mountains,  between 
the  eastern  base  of  the  Rocky  mountains  and  tho 
western  bafe  of  tho  Sierra  Nevada  mountains,  so 
hat  the  same  may  bo  finally  completed  within  the 
time  required  by  luw,  it  is  hereby  pr»vidod  that 
•vhenever  tho  chiot  engineer  of  tbe  suid  compa- 
ny, aud  said  commissioners,  shall  certify  that  a 
certain  proportion  of  the  work  rcqu.red  re  an  red 
to  preparo  the  road  tor  tho  superstructure  on  any 
such  section  of  twenty  miles  is  done,  (which  saii 
certificate  snail  be  duly  verified  )  tho  Sectary  of 
be  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and  required, 
upon  tho  delivery  ot  such  certificate,  to  issue  to 
u  1  company  u  proportion  of  said  bonds,  not 
exceeding  two-thitds  of  the  amo  int  of  bonds 
tuthorized  to  bo  issued  under  ibo  provisions  of 
the  act,  to  aid  in  the  construction  ot  suco  section 
of  twenty  miles,  nor  in  nny  ca-o  exceeding  two- 
birds  ol  tho  value  of  tho  work  done,  the  remain- 
ing one  third  to  remain  until  the  said  section  is 
fully  completed  and  certified  by  the  commissioners 
appointed  by  tho  President ,  according  to  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  the  said  act;  and  no  |tt«fc 
oonds  shall  issue  to  the  Union  Pacific  Uuilrojid 
Company  for  tho  work  done  west  ot  Salt  Lake 
City  under  this  section,  more  than  three  hundred 
miles  in  advance  of  tho  completed  continuous 
une  of  said  railroad  Iroin  the  point  of  beginning 
on  tho  one  hundredth  meridian  of  longitude. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  to 
onablo  any  ono  of  paid  corporations  lo  mako 
convenient  and  ncco-sary  connexions  with  other 
roads,  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  aud 
maintain  all  nocessary  ton  ies  upon  und  aero.  -  the 
vl issouri  river  and  otbor  rivers  ♦hich  its  road 
may  pass  in  it3  course;  and  authority  in  hereby 
jiven  said  corporation  to  construct  bridges  over 
->aid  Missouri  river  and  all  another  rivers  tor  the 
convenience  of  said  road:  Provided,  That  any 
bridge  or  bridges  it  may  construct  over  the  Mis 
souri  river  or  any  other  nuvigablo  ri  er  on  the 
ine  of  said  road  shall  be  constructed  with  suit- 
able and  proper  dra*s  for  tho  passage  or  steam- 
boats, and  shall  bo  built,  kept  and  maintained, 
it  tho  expense  of  said  company,  in  such  manner 
"•s  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  said  rivers  for 
navigation  to  nny  greater  extent  than  such 
struccures  of  the  most  approved  character  neces- 
sarily do:  And  provided ,  further ,  That  any  com- 
pany authorixed  by  this  act  to  construct  its  road 
and  telegraph  line  from  tho  Missouri  river  to  the 
initial  point  aforesaid,  may  construct  its  road  and 
telegraph  liuo  so  as  to  connect  with  the  Union 
Pacific  railroad  at  any  point  wcstwardly  of  such 
initial  point,  in  caso  such  company  shall  deem 
such  westward  connection  tnoro  prncticablcor  de- 
sirable; and  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  so  much 
of  its  road  and  telegraph  lino  as  shall  bo  a  de- 
parture from  the  routo  hereinbefore  provided  for 
its  road,  such  company  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
benefits  and  bo  subject  to  all  tho  conditions  and 
restrictions  of  this  act:  Provided,  further,  Iioirevcr, 
That  tho  bonds  of  the  United  States  shall  not  bo 
issued  to  such  company  tor  a  greater  amoint 
than  is  horcinbciore  provided,  if  tho  samo  had 
united  with  tho  Union  Pacific  railroad  on  tho 
luOth  degree  of  longitude;  nor  shall  such  com- 
pany bo  entitled  to  receive  any  greater  amount  of 
alternate  sections  of  public  lands  than  are  also 
herein  provided. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  sec- 
tion five  of  said  act  be  so  modified  and  amended 
hat  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  tho 
Central  Pacilio  Railroad  Company,  and  nny  other 
company  authorized  to  participate  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  road,  may,  on  tho  completion  of 
each  section  of  said  road,  as  provided  in 
this  act,  and  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an 
amendment,  issue  their  first  mortgage  bonds  on 
their  respective  railroad  and  telegraph  lines  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  tbe  amount  of  the  bonds 
of  the  United  State-,  and  of  even  tenor  and  date 
time  of  maturity,  rate  and  character  of  interest, 
with  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  to  said 
railroad  companies  respectively.  And  the  lien  of 
tho  United  States  bonds  shall  be  subordinate  to 
that  of  the  bonds  of  any  or  either  of  said  com 
panies  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  on  their 
respective  roads,  proporty,  and  equipments,  ex- 
copt  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  section  ot 
tho  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment,  re- 
lating to  the  transmission  of  despatches  aud  the 
transportation  of  mails,  troops,  munition  of  war, 
^upplios  and  public  stores  for  tho  Government  of 
the  United  States.  And  said  section  is  further 
amended  by  striking  out  tho  word  "forty,"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  tho  words  "on  each  and 
every  section  of  not  less  than  twenty." 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any 
of  the  railroad  companies  entitled  to  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  or  to  issue  their  first  mortgage 
bonds  heroin  provided  for,  has,  at  the  time  of  the 
approval  of  this  act,  issued  or  shall  thereafter 
issue  any  of  its  own  bonds  or  securities  in  such 
form  and  manner  as  in  law  or  equity  to  entitle 
the  same  to  priority  or  preference  of  payment  to 
the  said  guaranteed  b  >nds,  or  said  first  mortgage 
bonds,  the  amount  of  such  corporate  bonis  out- 
standing and  unsatisfied  or  uncancelled  shall  bo 
deducted  from  the  amount  of  such  Government 
and  first  mortgage  bonds  which  the  company  may 
be  entitled  to  receive  and  issue;  and  such  an 
amount  only  of  such  Government  bonds  and  such 
first  mortgage  bonds  shall  be  granted  or  permit- 
ted as,  added  to  such  outstan  ling  unsa;istiod  or 
uncancelled  bondsof  the  company,  shall  make  up 
tbe  whole  amount  per  milo  to  whi  *h  tbe  company 
would  otherwise  have  bocn  entitled:  And  pro- 
vided, further.  That  before  any  bond  chall  be  so 
given  by  tho  United  States,  the  company  claim* 
iog  thorn  shall  piescnt  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  an  affidavit  of  tho  President  and  Sec- 
retary of  tho  company,  to  be  sworn  to  before  tho 
judge  of  a  court  of  record,  setting  forth  whothcr 
6aid  company  has  issued  any  BUan  bonds  or  se- 
curities, and  if  so,  particularly  describing  the 
same,  and  tucb  otbor  evidence  us  the  Secretary 
may  require,  &6  us  to  enable  him  to  make  the 
doducti  n  herein  required,  and  such  alfidavit 
Bball  then  bo  iilo  1  and  deposited  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  tho  Interior.  Aud  any  person 
swearing  falsely  to  any  such  affidavit  shall  bo 
doomed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  on  conviction 
•hereof  shall  be  punished  a?  *aVrre*ai«fe  Pro¥9SM, 


also,  That  no  land  granted  by  this  act  shall  bo 
conveyed  to  any  party  or  parties,  and  no  bonds 
shall  bo  issued  to  any  company  or  companies, 
party  or  parties,  on  account  of  any  road  or  part 
thereof  made  prior  to  tho  passage  of  the  act  to 
which  this  act  is  an  amendment,  or  made  subse- 
quent thereto  under  tho  provisions  of  any  act  or 
acts  other  than  this  act  and  tho  act  amended  by 
tbis  act. 

Sec.  12.  AjioI  6c  if  further  enacted,  That  tho 
Lcavonworth ,  Pawnee,  and  Western  Railroad 
Company,  now  known  as  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  Company,  eastern  division,  shall  build 
the  railmad  from  the  mouth  of  Kansas  river,  by 
the  w.iy  of  Leavenworth,  or,  if  that  be  not 
deemed  the  best  route,  then  the  said  company 
shall,  within  two  years,  build  a  railroad  from  the 
city  of  Loavenworth  to  unite  with  the  main  stem 
at  or  near  tho  city  of  Lawrence;  but  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  said  branch  tho  said  company 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  bonds.

ridian of  longitude  and  east  of  tbe  R<>cky 
Mountains,  until  said  road  shall  bo  completed 
trora  or  near  Omaha,  on  tho  Missouri  river,  to 
the  said  one  hundredth  meridian  of  longitude.

To  thf  Trople  of  Kentucky — Some  Farts 
fur  their  Consideration. 

We  would  urge  every  man  in  Kentucky 
to  read  the  article  we  here  append.  It  is 
from  the  pen  of  E  D.  Mansfield,  Esq  ,  and 
appeared  in  the  Cincinnati  Gazette  of  Octo- 
ber 27.  The  facta  stated  are  true,  lieyond 
anv  successful  controversion: — 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  vote  ot  Ken 
lucky  will  be  important  in  the  decision  of 
the  Presidential  question.  But  it  is  inipor. 
tant  to  every  honest,  well-meaning  citizen 
of  Kentucky  that  he  should  take  that  posl. 
lion  before  his  country  and  posterity  which 
he  intends  to  take,  and  which  he  is  willing 
to  abide  by.  All  the  States  of  the  Republic 
have  some  peculiar  interest  These  partic- 
ular interests  should,  within  reasonable  lim- 
its, be  respected.  Even  in  regard  to  the 
extreme  South  they  should  be  respected  ; 
and  it  was  only  when  that  section  determin- 
ed on  extending  Us  peculiar  interests  and 
doctrines  over  the  whole  territory  of  the 
United  States  that  there  was  any  difficulty. 

Kentucky  had  with  this  extreme  South  a 
common  interest  in  slavery.  Because  ol  this 
fact  the  South  claimed  Kentucky  as  a  party 
to  the  rebellion.  Her  people  were  divided  in 
opinion,  overrun  with  armies  and  is  even 
now  made  a  scene  of  robbery  and  warder 
bv  highwaymen,  under  the  name  of  guer- 
rillas. 

From  this  scene  of  civil  and  military  mis 
fortune  what  can  save  her?  Is  she  to  con- 
tinue to  be  crushed  between  the  upper  and 
nether  millstones?  The  only  power  on 
earth  to  save  her  is  the  Government  ol*  the 
United  States.  But  against  this  Govern- 
ment the  whole  power  of  the  rebellion  (in- 
cluding thousands  of  Kentucky's  own  sons) 
is  engaged  It  is  a  question  of  lifV  or  death 
It  is  one  which  has  but  two  sides;  and  it  is 
wholly  impossible  to  avoid  being  on  one  or 
the  other.  You  ire  either  for  maintaining 
this  Government  in  full  lorcc  over  this  whole 
country,  or  you  are  against  it  You  have  a 
right  to  be  on  either,  but  you  cannot  be  on 
both.  This  is  a  case  which  admits  of  no 
compromise  whatever.  Ths  war  is  a  fact — > 
representative  ol  all  the  questions,  i  uteres  la 
and  opinions  of  any  importance — or  the  na 
Hire's  duties,  and  destiny  Of  this  Govern- 
ment. II  the  theory  of  Southern  politicians 
is  true,  that  the  States  can  arrest  the  func- 
tions of  the  Government  at  their  pleasure, 
and  that  slavery  isa  divine  institution, on  the 
same  level  with  marriage  and  family  gov- 
ernment— for  these  are  t tie  exact  doctines  of 
the  South — the  davs  ot  this  Republic  will 
be  as  brief  as  those  of  any  which  Greece  or 


rangemeuts  with  the  Chicago  Convention. 
But  the  most  convincing  fact  is  the  course 
of  tho  secessionist  in  England.  They  not 
only  heard  of  his  scheme,  (receiving  it, 
doubtless,  directly  from  the  rebels  at  Rich- 
mond,) but.  believed  it  would  be  successful 
so  far  that  they  conducted  commercial  and 
financial  nflairs  on  that  assumption,  till  they 
began  to  find  out  their  mistake,  and  sutler 
the  consequences  England  will  suffer  ter 
ribly  for  her  failh  in  Southern  rebels.  Lei 
it  be  so.  If  men  will  side  with  crime  and 
evil,  the  retributions  of  Providence  will 
sooner  or  later  overtake  them.  Let  us  pro 
ceed.  Chicago  (in  spirit  full  of  treason) 
accepted  the  rebel  scheme,  and  with  it  ac 
cepted  a  Kentucky  delegation  of  the  Dem 
ocratic  party,  which  met  at  Frankfort,  29th 
of  January,  1&G3,  and  accepted  their  plat< 
lorm,  proposed  by  Grover,  and  unanimously 
adopted,  and  said  29th  of  January,  by  said 
"Democratic  party,"  that  there  should  be  "a 
suspension  of  hostilities."  <tc .  &c.  Such 
was  the  origin  of  theChicago  platform;  such 
the  action  of  the  Chicago  Convention,  and 
such  the  principles  of  which  Gen.  McClellan 
is  to  be  the  representative.

Gen  Francis  Train  made  a  speech  at 
Philadelphia,  on  Saturday  evening,  October 
22,  to  an  audience  of  about  four  thousand, 
which  was  all  that  could  be  crowded  into 
the  hall.  Train  was  a  delegate  to  the  Chi- 
cago Convention,  and  has  been  on  intimato 
terms  with  the  Democratic  leaders,  but 
having  concluded  that  the  whole  Democrat- 
ic concern  was  against  the  country,  he  is 
now  bombarding  the  gunuoat  paitv.  We 
make  tho  following  extracts: 

I  went  to  Chicago,  you  know.  1  think 
my  sentiments  are  pretty  well  known  by  this 
time.  I  went  lo  Washington  to  get  the 
Convention  postponed,  and  succeeded.  They 
had  packed  lhe  cards  around  McClellan,  and 
I  went  to  New  York,  «nd  there  they  said 
'  no  '  I  went  to  Washington  and  got  Cox 
and  forty-four  of  these  Democrats  to  si»n  a 
paper  in  favor  of  a  postponement  of  the 
Convention.  Belmont  still  refused.  I  then 
went  to  Thomas  B.  Florence  who  was  really 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  as  Bel- 
mont was  simply  one  of  the  bolters  at  Bal- 
timore. The  "writing  was  on  tho  wall"  now, 
and  the  Convention  was  postponed. 

I  went  to  Nebraska  and  was  appointed  a 
delegate  from  thai  territory  to  the  Conven- 
tion. I  then  saw  Saunders  and  Clay  and 
Tucker.  I  wanted  to  know  what  their  terms 
were,  and  then  I  went  to  Chicago.  The 
delegates  were  for  McClellan,  but  I  could 
see  no  difference  between  Lincoln  and  Mc- 
Clellan. I  did  not  see  where  McClellan  had 
the  advantage  ot  Lincolrrtas  he  had  advised 
him  lo  do  what  he  was  censured  for.  1  lake 
the  stump  speeches  of  the  Democrats,  at 
Chicago,  against  Lincoln,  aud  will  apply 
every  one  of  them  lo  McClellan  [Cheers.]

Look  at 
McClellan's  letter  of  the  7th  ot  July  when 
he  was  lor  emancipation  as  a  '  military  ne- 
cessity." 

Yes.  I  saw  that  this  "Democratic"  party 
was  simply  after  the  public  plunder. 
[Laughter  and  cheers]  I  saw  that  "the 
cohesive  power  of  public  plunder"  would  tie 
too  much  for  them.  It  these  Republicans, 
wiih  their  limited  knowledge  of  the  affairs 
ot  Stale,  could  manage  10  steal  so  much  in 
so  short  a  lime,  for  God's  sake  what  could 
we  do  who  have  had  so  much  more  experi- 
ence. [Laughier  and  cheers  J 

I  will  tell  yon  who  were  iny  candidates. 
My  candidates  were  the  army  and  'lie  navy. 
[Cheers  ]  My  platform  was  to  drive  the 
t'rench  ou'.  ot  Mexico  and  England  off  the 
sea.  [Cheers]  I  said  that  my  candidate 
was  the  man  who  had.  at  the  commence- 
ment ol  the  war,  telegraphed  to  New  Or- 
leans, "if  any  many  hauls  down  the  Ameri- 
can flag  shoot  him  down."  [Cheers  ]  My 
Vice  President  was  the  navy  I  want  no 
better  man  than  thai  "Old  Salamander," 
who  chained  himself  to  the  masthead  as  he 
went  into  Mobile  Bay  [Cheers]  This, 
these  Democrats  said,  we  won't  do.  Then 
it  was  that  I  saw  treason.  George  B  Mc- 
Clellan is  simply  the  chattel  of  Sam  Barlow, 
and  Sam  Barlow  is  the  mere  chattel  of  Au- 
gust Belmont,  and  Belmont  is  the  agent  of 
the  Rothschilds,  who  are  the  agent*  of  the 
Confederate  Government  in  England 
[Cheers  ]  They  are  going  on  sendina  money 
through  these  agencies,  to  try  to  carry  the 
Stale  of  Pennsylvania  in  November  [Cries, 
"They  can't  do  it."]  When  I  saw  this  I 
thought  it  time  for  me  to  leave  They  saw 
1  was  not  for  McClellan,  and  then  il  was 
they  said,  "You  can't  go  with  the  Conven- 
tion." I  knew  that  the  rules  of  Congress 
governed  the  Convention,  and  that  a  dele- 
gate for  a  territory  could  be  admitted  with- 
out the  privilege  of  speaking  But  il  was 
quite  nauseating  lo  see  the  political  mag' 
gois  moving  around  in  that  Convention. 
[Laughter]  They  did  not  want  a  man  there 
with  an  audience  ot  150,000  men  back  of 
him.  Long  went  in,  and  found  there  was  no 
ireedom  of  speech"  in  that  Convention.  It 
was  the  rule  of  the  New  York  rowdies  I 
said,  Goo  bless  Manhattan  1  told  them  il 
was  time  to  think  of  the  Union  and  the 
country,  and  that  you  couldn't  do  it  on  thai 
platlorm.  I  found  the  Regency  and  the 
Rothschild*  ruled  the  entire  destiny  ot  that 
Convention.  I  know  no  more  pitiful  eight 
than  to  sec  the  Pennsylvania  delegation 
cringing  before  these  New  Y'ork  men.  When 
New  York  took  snuff,  all  Pennsylvania 
sneezed.  [Laughter]  When  New  York 
laid  an  egg,  all  Pennsylvania  cackle  I. 

I  had  one  hundred  delegates  to  go  for  Dix. 
In  the  morning  Pendleton  told  me  "So  help 
me  God,  I  will  do  all  I  can  to  beat  McClel- 
lan," and  I  think  he  has.  [Laughter  ]  Al 
ten  o'clock  they  offered  him  the  Vice  Pres- 
idency, and  he  went  over  I  I  saw  Vallandig- 
ham  at  the  breakfast  table,  and  I  said  to 
him,  "You  have  sold  out  the  concern,  and  il 
I  can  find  it  out  I'll  burst  the  whole  thing." 
Vallandigham  said,  "Train,  you  talk  too 
loud  I"  The  next  morniug  it  was  all  closed 
out,  Under  the  idea  of  "pap,"  they  supposed 
there  was  nothing  but  what  they  could  carry. 
I  saw  their  platform.  It  was  the  most  sin- 
gular amalgamation  of  men  and  things  I 
ever  saw.  Soon  alter,  I  wrote  my  opinion  ol 
il.    It  was 

Resolved,  In  order  to  please  the  Trimmer 
War  candidate,  we  have  War. 

Resolved,  In  order  to  please  the  Trimmer 
Peace  candidate,  we  have  peace. 

Resolved,  In  order  to  please  all,  that  the 
war  goes  on  until  we  gel  in.  [Laughter.] 

At  the  same  time  il  reminded  meof  a  little 
story,  wherein  it  is  related  that  il  was 
Resolved,  That  we  have  a  new  jail. 
Resolved,  That  the  new  jail  stands  where 
the  old  jail  stood. 

Resolved,  That  the  old  jail  be  not  re- 
moved until  the  new  jail  bo  built.  [Laugh- 
ter ] 

They  nominated  McClellan.  They  then 
camo  to  me  and  said  :  "You'll  join  us  ?"  I 
told  (hem  not  much.  They  had  got  them  all. 
It  w  is  a  big  cheese  and  had  been  four  ye  rs 
toasting,  and  il  is  seldom  you  get  so  many 
wharf  rals  in  one  box  as  they  did  at  this 
Convention.  [Laughter.]  I  came  back  to 
New  York,  and  the  only  noise  along  the 
route  I  heard  was  the  rattle  of"  the  cars, 
which  seemed  to  say,  "McClellan  I"  "Mc- 
Clellan I"  and  they  tortured  that  into  cheers 
lor  llieir  candidate.  [Laughter] 

I  came  lo  New  Y'ork  and  tlie  Regency 
offered  trie  a  seat  in  the  cabinet.  I  toid 
them  I  knew  of  forty  one  appointments  al- 
ready. I  told  them  that  I  recollected  that 
upon  another  occasion  an  individual  offered 
vast  possessions,  when  the  devil  did  nol  own 
a  potato  patch.

I  told  these  men  they  could  not  carry  a 
State,  and  I  sincerely  believe  that  McClellan 
will  not  get  one  electoral  vote  [Cheers  ]  1 
came  here  and  was  surprised  to  find  that 
you  had  a  distinction  in  your  vote — a  sol- 
diers' vote  and  a  home  vote.  That  idea  is 
fatal  to  success  Who  started  the  idea?  Are 
the  soldiers  nobodies  that  they  should  nol  be 
included  in  the  "home"  vote  ?  When  you 
sent  your  despatches  over  the  country,  why 
didn't  you  say,  "we  have  given  15.000  or 
20.000  against  McClellan?"  [Cheers]  I 
believe  llm  distinction  is  nothing  but  a 
matter  ol  betting  between  you  men.  But 
you  have  no  right  to  bet  when  the  country 
mav  be  dying.    [Cheers  ] 

You  must  be  in  earnest.  I  have  never 
seen  such  a  position  as  that  occupied  by  the 
Democratic  party  to  day.  Once  the  Demo- 
cratic party  had  principles.  If  there  was  a 
war  in  Hungary,  the  party  decided  which 
side  they  were  on.  If  there  was  a  war  any- 
where over  the  world,  the  Democratic  party 
had  opinions;  but  for  once  they  don't  know, 
when  there  is  a  great  rebellion  in  our  own 
country,  which  side  they  are  on  !  1  would 
like  to  know  where  McClellan  is,  and  where 
the  Democratic  party  is.  McClellan  is  noth- 
ing but  a  political  trickster.  His  letter  is 
neither  war  nor  peace.  It  is  neither  white 
nor  black.

Lincoln  himself  would  have  gone  for  him, 
in  order  to  save  the  country.  [Cheers  ]  Mr. 
Ward  (Chairman  of  the  Democratic  State 
Central  Committee  of  Pennsylvania)  telei 
graphed  that  the  Democrats  had  carried 
Pennsylvania  by  thirty  thousand  majority 
[Laughter]  I  afterward  went  to  Mr.  Ward 
aud  told  him  to  call  the  Pennsylvania  dele- 
gation together,  in  order  to  have  the  Con- 
vention reassemble.  "What  can  I  do?"  says 
he.  I  said,  "Call  the  Convention  "  He  said, 
"It  is  too  late — there  is  no  time.''  Then  I 
said,  "If  you  don't  do  it  I  will  stump  the 
Stateof  Pennsylvaniaagainstyou.  '  [Cheer*  ] 
Wurd  told  me  to  go  lo  some  one  else,  and 
also  lhat  they  were  going  to  have  a  meeting 
at  Harrisburg.  I  went  to  Drexel,  and  he  sent 
me  to  Mr.  Childs,  the  piblisher,  but  they 
could  not  move.  They  were  afraid  of  the 
Rothsehil is  !  There  is  no  individual iiy 
among  any  of  these  men.  They  simply 
sneeze  when  Belmont  takes  a  pinch  ol  snuff 
I  went  to  New  York  and  saw  Belmont.  He 
said,  "We  have  got  Pennsylvania.  1  have 
got  letters  from  all  parts  of  the  State"  And 
yet  I  could  see  far  enough  in  the  future  to 
know  that  he  could  not  carry  Pennsylva- 
nia by  ..O.OOOahot.  [Cheers.]  I  don't  believe 
it. 

Mr.  Train  drew  an  amusing  caricature  of 
the  two  candidates,  represented  by  train*  ot 
cars — the  Lincoln  train  carrying  everything 
while  the  iwo-horse  team  of  McClellan  is 
left  at  Jersey. 

I  think  there  ought  to  be  a  large  minority 
io  the  country.  It  is  our  safety  Now 
there  don't  seem  to  be  a  minority  in  the  Un- 
ion I  1  think  McClellan  should  be  satisfied 
with  Indiana,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  hut 
he  seems  determined  to  carry  all  his  friends 
with  him.  He  is  like  the  Irishmen  who  was 
asked  to  buy  a  trunk.  "And  what  for?" 
"To  put  your  clothes  in,"  said  the  store- 
Keeper.  "What,  and  go  naked  ?"  [Laugh 
ter.]  I  recommend  Mr.  McClellan  to  buy  a 
trunk. 

Mr.  Train  desired  to  say  a  few  words  ou 
the  subject  of  Slate  rights  or  Slate  sovere- 
ignty. Of  all  thinge  this  doctrine,  as  laid 
down  by  the  leaders  of  what  has  assumed 
iho  name  of  Democratic  party,  is  the  most 
absurd.  Individuals  make  families,  fami- 
lies, make  up  the  towns,  towns  make  up  the 
counties,  counties  make  Stales,  and  States 
make  up  the  Union,  and  the  Union  has  a 
flag,  and  a  contract  called  a  Constitution, 
which  delegated  their  State  sovereignly  and 
rights  to  that  Constitution  and  thai  flag. 
No  Slate  has  a  right  to  coin  money;  do 
State  has  a  rignt  to  pass  laws,  io  levy  taxes 
on  imports ;  oo  State  has  a  right  to  do  any- 
thing thai  is  not  consistent  with  the  great 
Constitution  ol  the  country;  that  document 
is  the  supreme  law  of  the  land.  [Great  ap 
plause.J  No  Slate  has  under  that  Constiiu 
lion  any  right  to  alter  ibat  Constitution  ex 
cept  by  a  convention  ol  two  thirds  of  the 
people  ,  and  yet  the  South  when  Fl.  Sumter 
was  tired  upon,  dispensed  with  that  letter 
formally.  Yel  there  are  men  in  the  North 
who  are  blind  enough  lo  follow  the  lead  of 
August  Belmont,  lhe  agent  ot  Rothschild, 
and  say  they  were  right. 

There  are  two  parties — one  that  rejoices 
when  our  army  captures  forty-three  pieces 
of  artillery — [cheers] — the  other  droop  their 
heads  in  despondency,  or  swear  'tis  a  lie. 
[Laughter  and  applause.]  There  are  two 
parlies — one  puis  up  gold,  when  up  goes 
the  price  of  everything  el6e  ;  and  the  other 
is  a  party  that  believes  success  in  our  army 
will  bring  down  the  price  of  gold.  [Ap- 
plause ]  There  are  men  constantly  hoping 
lor  reverses  in  our  armies,  that  they  may  pul 
up  the  price  of  gold  in  order  lo  elect  Mc 
Clellan.  Y'ct  these  men  ask  the  poor  man 
lo  vote  for  them.  He  would  nol  say  that 
the  Democratic  party  was  composed  of  trait- 
ors, but  he  well  knew  the  leaders  of  that 
party  are  traitors  to  it,  and  are  selling  it  out 
as  sheep  are  sold  in  the  shambles.  [Ap- 
plauso  ]  He  stood  here  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  people,  not  of  a  party  or  part  ol 
a  party,  and  we  say  down  with  the  politi- 
cians and  up  with  the  people.  [Tremendous 
applause  from  all  parts  ol  the  room.]  We 
will  never  save  the  country  by  letting  such 
politicians  rule  as  Belmont,  the  agent  of  the 
Rothschilds  of  Englaud.  [Applause.]  He 
had  said  that  in  lhe  case  of  the  not  in  New 
York,  the  voice  of  the  people  there  was 
tho  voice  of  the  devil.  [Laughter  and  ap. 
plausc.] 

In  a  conversation  with  Gov.  Seymour,  in 
presence  ot  Sanford  Church,  he  told  him 
lhal  iheir  party  would  be  deieated  in  that 
Stale  by  40,000.  [Cheers]  Oh!  it  is  nol 
the  election,  Mr.  Train,"  said  Gov.  Seymour. 
Tt  is  uot  the  election."  "What  is  it?" 
The  Governor  dodged  about  as  much  as 
McClellan  in  writing  letters  [Laughier  and 
applause]  "Do  you  mean  revolution  ' 
Why,  sir,  there  is  no  fight  in  you.  [Ap. 
plause.]  There  are  in  this  world  two  bodies, 
positive  and  negative  ,  and  when  revolution 
comes  you  will  (Jnd  lhal  the  absence  of  your 
bodies  will  be  much  better  and  more  whole 
some  than  you  presence  of  mind.  [Up- 
roarious laughter]  Y'ou  will  be,  Mr 
Seymour,  like  an  Irish  friend  of  mine,  whj 
saved  his  lile  by  putting  his  breastplate  on 
behind."    [Roars  o!  'aughter.j 

He,  the  speaker,  did  uOI  know  what  lo 
make  of  such  men.  Ho  told  Barlow 
that  if  the  nomination  of  McClellan  was 
uoi  withdrawn  be  would  stump  the  Stale 
againet  him     [Applause.]    He  did  not  be- 


loug  to  any  party  ,  he  was  aa  independent 
man,  above  all  parly,  he  was  for  the  Union, 
and  it  is  well  that  in  times  such  as  these 
we  have  a  few  independent  men  in  lavor  of 
the  Union.  [Tremendous  applause.]  He 
had  telegraphed  lo-nigH  to  Gov  Morton, 
who  has  just  been  re  elected  Governor  of 
Indiana,  that  in  Pennsylvania  we  will 
swamp  iho  gunboat  by  50,000  majority 
[Great  applause  ]  That  the  crew  might  be 
saved,  but  thai  the  leaders  would  be  drown 
ed.  tor  none  ol  them  knew  how  to  swim. 

W'hat  he  desired  to  sav,  and  what  he 
wished  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all,  is 
Ibis  tact,  lhat  the  prf  senlorgsnizaiion  of  the 
Democratic  party  was  perfected  in  England, 
and  thus  the  country  is  to  be  sold  out  to  the 
Rothschilds  if  this  party  is  successlul.

the  inturmation  ot  all  concerned  : 
Men  whose  names  have  been  drawn  in  the  draft 
are,  from  that  moment,  in  military  service,  unless 
legally  exempt,  and  this  fact  they  are  bound  to 
show* 

All  men  drawn  muat  report  to  the  Board  of 
Enrollment  according  to  their  notifications,  in 
default  of  which  they  are  liable  to  arrest  aa  deser- 
ters and  to  the  consequences  thereof,  which  include 
liability  for  the  expenses  attending  the  arrest  in 
oases  where  the  person  arrested  is,  after  examin- 
ation, held  to  service.  The  Board  of  Enroll- 
ment sits  at  the  Head-Quarters  of  the  Provost 
Marshal  of  the  District,  he  being  President  o!  the 
Board. 

In  oases  where  the  serving  of  notices  to  drafted 
men  within  ten  days  alter  drawing,  baa  been  found 
impraoticable,  by  reaaon  of  forcible  resistance, 
the  servtoo  of  notices  as  soon  ss  practicable  there- 
after, is  valid. 

The  oivil  authoritiea  of  the  State  are  requested, 
by  the  Provoet  Marthal  General  toco-opeiato  with 
thelinilitary  aulho-ities  in  arresting  all  deserters 
as  above  described,  a>  well  aa  deserters  from  the 
former  draft  who  having  failod  to  report,  may  bp 
found  lurking  iu  the  State. 

Men  wbo  bavo  enlisted  after  their  names  have 
been  drawn  in  the  draft,  whether  notified  or  not, 
are  in  military  6ervioo  undor  the  dratt,  and  not 
by  the  enlistment,  which  is  void  ;  they  must  re- 
port to  tho  Board  of  Eurollment  of  tho  Distriet  in 
which  they  were  drawn,  and  if  they  desired  to  con- 
tinue in  theorgauiialion  th«y  hadchosen,  they  can 
stato  their  preference,  when,  if  practicable,  the 
commandant  of  the  reudetvoiu  may  assign  then) 
to  such  organization. 

Commanding  offioers  of  regiments  and  other  or- 
ganizations  aro  dotired  to  turnish,  according  to 
their  best  knowledge  or  belief,  to  Provost  Marshals

It  has  also  pleased  our  Heaven 
lt  Father  to  favor  as  well  our  cititens  in  tbeir 
homes  as  our  soldiers  in  their  camps  and  our 
sailors  on  the  soas  with  unusual  health.  He  has 
largely  augmented  our  free  population  by  eman 
cipa<iun  and  by  immigration,  while  He  has  opened 
to  us  new  sources  ot  weal.h,  and  has  orowncd 
the  Ubor  of  our  workinguien  in  every  de- 
partment of  industry  with  abundant  reward.

We  understand  that  guerrillas  make  the 
neighborhood  of  Stamping  Ground  a  ren- 
dezvous, and  that  from  five  to  thirty  visit 
that  point  frequently.

Among  other  depradations  they  committed 
was  to  steal  a  negro  and  two  borscs  from  R

Afterwards  at  different  points  on  the  Ver- 
sailles turnpike  they  stopped  Messrs  Ed. 
Keenon,  Cbuch  Bailey,  Perry,  Collins,  and 
others  of  this  city  and  vicinity,  and  robbed 
them  of  what  money  they  had,  watches, 
&C.    From  Mr.  Keenon  they  took  a  mare 
and  an  overcoat  and  $15.  Shortly  afterward 
Mr.  Alexander  with  several  men  came  along 
in  pursuit  ol  the  marauders,  and  some  ot 
the  party  got  near  enough  to  fire  upon  them 
Alter  several  shots  were  fired,  one  of  the 
rebels  slipped  ofF  his  horse  and  took  to  a  corn 
field,  leaving  hie  horse,  saddle,  a  pistol,  sev 
eral  blankets,  an  overcoat,  &c,  in  the  pos 
session  of  the   pursuers.    About   this  time 
the  negro  they  bad  taken  from  Mr.  Alexan- 
der's got  away  Irom  them,  and  brought  back 
to  Mr.  Keenon  his  mare  and  overcoat.  Mr. 
Alexander's  party  followed  the  maurauders 
to  the  river  at  Clifton,   where  the  rebels 
crossed  in  the  ferryboat.    Having  got  safely 
over  they  called  to  Mr.  Alexander  to  come  on 
and  get  his  horse.  Being  unable  to  get  across 
the  pursuers  returned.    The  guerrilla  party 
we  understand  was  under   the  command  ol 
a  man  named  James   Davis.    Tbe  horse 
captured  Irom  (he  band  we   understand  be- 
longs to  a  lady  in  Scott.

We 
know  Mr.  A  ,  and  with  confidence  can  say 
the  citizens  will  have  a  No.  1  Hotel,  and  ev- 
erybody who  stops  (which  will  be  a  goodly- 
number)  at  the  House,  will  find  everything 
that  the  country  affords,  and  a  clever  host 
We  will  doubtless  give  bim  a  call  next  win- 
ter. 


Letter  fr<  ot  Gen.  Sherman. 

On  the  20th  September  the  New  York- 
Herald,  a  McClellan  organ,  published  this 
paragraph  : 

''But  we  have  heard  a  statement  relative 
lo  a  private  letter  from  Gen  Sherman  con- 
taining the  following  words,  or  words  to  this 
effect  •  "I  believo  that  ninety-nine  out  of  ev- 
ery hundred  soldiers  in  this  army" — the  lau- 
reled army  of  Atlanta — "would  vote  for  Gen. 
McClellan,  whether  with  or  without  my 
consent  ;  but  if  my  influence  can  suffice  lo 
make  the  hundredth  man  cast  his  vote  the 
same  way  it  shall  not  be  wanting."  This 
report  we  give  as  one  known  to  us  to  be  pre- 
valent in  army  circles,  but  without  vouching 
for  its  accuracy." 

John  C.  Hamilton,  Esq.,  immediately 
transmitted  tbe  paragraph  to  Gen.  Sherman 
with  the  remarks : 

"I  feel  that  an  expression  of  opinion  by 
you,  contradictory  of  the  inclosed  statement, 
in  a  form  avoiding  everything  personal,  would 
be  of  importance." 

In  response  to  tint  Mr.  Hamilton  received 
the  following : —

Kixoston,  Geo.,  October  11,  1864. 
Mr  Dear  Sir  :  There  is  not  one  word  oi 
truth  in  the  paragraph  you  sent  me  cut  from 
the  New  York  Herald  of  September  20  I 
never  thought,  said  or  wrote  (hat  McClellan 
would  get  "nitiety-nino  out  ot  every  hun- 
dred'' voles  in  the  army.  I  am  as  ignorant 
of  the  political  bias  of  the  men  ol  this  army, 
aa  you  are  at  a  distance  ol  a  thousand  miles, 
and  I  would  as  soon  think  of  tampering  with 
a  soldier's  religion  as  with  bis  preference  lor 
men.  I  have  not  and  shall  not  influence  a  vole 
in  the  coming  struggle.  I  believe  Mr.  Lincoln 
has  done  the  best  he  could.

"On  the  24th  October,  the  opponents 
of  the  New  Constitution  of  Maryland,  just 
adopted  by  a  vote  of  the  people  of  that 
State,  applied  to  the  Superior  Court  of  Bal- 
timore for  a  mandamus,  directing  Governor 
Bradlord  lo  throw  out  the  vote  of  the  sol- 
diers on  tbe  New  Constitution.  The  peti- 
tion was  refused,  and  the  case  was  carried  to 
the  Court  of  Appeals.

StaT*  Vallandigham  supports  McClellan, 
and  Vallandigham,  on  the  14th  of  January, 
1863,  said  : 

"I  had  rather  my  right  arm  were  plucked 
from  its  socket  and  cast  into  eternal  burn- 
ings, than  with  my  convictions,  lo  have  thus 
defiled  my  soul  with  ihe  guilt  or  moral  per- 
jury |  *  *  *  #  #  if 
I  did  not  support  the  war,  and  to-day  I 
bless  God  that  not  the  smell  of  so  much 
as  one  drop  of  its  blood  is  upon  my  gar- 
ments 1" 

Vallandigham  hasalways  as  acted  on  the 
side  ot  the  rebels,  and  has  thrown  as  far  as 
he  was  able,  every  obstruction  in  the  way  ol 
the  Union  cause.  No  Uuion  man  will  con- 
trovert that  fact. 

Gov.  Bramlette  supports  McClellan,  and 
yet  Gov.  Bramlette  said,  in  his  inaugural 
address  : 

"Kentucky  will  not  affiliate  with  those  at 
home,  or  in  other  States,  whose  manifest  ob- 
ject, is,  under  tbe  pretence  of  opposition  to 
war  measures,  to  cover  their  real  purpose  of 
crippling  the  energies  ot  our  Government, 
paralyzing  its  arm  of  just  defense,  aud  for- 
warding the  aims  of  the  rebellion. 

Well  now  the  (Governor  is  affiliating  with 
Vallandigham,  Pendleton,  the  Woods,  and 
the  Seymours  of  other  States,  and  with 
Wickliffe,  Powell,  Wolfe,  and  others  in  this 
State,  in  support  of  the  Chicago  nominees 
and  the  platform  upon  which  that  conven- 
tion put  its  nominees,  whose  real  purpose 
has  ever  been  to  cripple  the  euergieg  of  tbe 
Government,  paralyze  its  arm  of  just  defense 
and  forward  the  aims  of  the  rebellion.  He 
is  doing  that  very  thing.  But  Kentucky  is 
not  and  will  oot.  Tho  State  now,  as  well 
as  when  the  Governor  spoke  for  ber,  refuses 
any  such  affiliation.  She  is  going  to  show 
her  detestation  ol  any  such  affiliation  by  vot-

Is  he  the  same  pure  Christian. 

About  the  middle  of  May,  1864,  the  fol- 
lowing appeared  as  an  editorial  article  in  the 
Louisville  Journal : 

A  very  able  and  distinguished  military 
man,  an  honett  citizen  of  Kentucky,  left  the 
State  at  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion,  and 
accepted  a  high  position  in  tho  Confederate 
service.  He  is  in  thai  service  now.  He  has  a 
family  in  Kentucky,  and  of  course  he  has 
no  means  of  supporting  it.  His  family  must 
neceesarily  depend  on  its  own  exertions.  His 
eldest  son,  a  young  married  man  of  fine  in- 
telligence, a  pure  Christian,  and  a  gentleman 
amply  competent  to  fill  in  the  best  manner 
a  situation  as  a  clerk  in  any  house  ot  busi- 
ness, desires  and  needs  such  a  situation.  He 
cannot  supnort  his  family  without  a  salary 
of  a  hundred  dollars  per  month. 

Now,  if  any  individual  or  firm  wishes  the 
services  of  such  a  true  young  gentleman,  as  we 
have  mentioned,  let  tbe  application  be  made 
to  us,  or  to  the  first  three  letters  of  the  al- 
phabet, to  our  care,  or  at  the  postoffice. 

In  the  Journal  of  October  27,  1864,  tbe 
following  editoral  appeared.  Is  the  chiel 
personage  referred  to  in  each  article  the  same 
pure  Christian  ? 

Affairs  in  Henri-  County1 — An  Outrage 
—It  appears  to  be  tbe  general  impressio.i  that 
the  guerrillas  have  departed  Irom  Henry 
county,  and  no  trouble  Irom  plundering 
bands  is  now  experienced  bv  the  citizens 
We  are  informed  that  this  is  a  mistake 
There  is  no  doubt  that  Jesse  and  a  portion 
of  his  men  have  left  for  "parts  unknown.' 
yet  the  county  is  still  overrun  by  thieving 
gangs.  There  are  said  to  be  some  two  hun- 
dred men  scattered  throughout  that  section 
of  tbe  country  engaged  in  acts  of  pillage, 
who  acknowledge  John  Marshsll  as  their 
chief.  It  is  believed  in  Newcastle  that  Jes- 
se's sudden  departure  from  the  State  was 
caused  by  a  Colonel  Gilmer,  of  tbe  rebel 
army,  who  was  commissioned  by  General 
Forrest  to  look  after  rebel  bands  in  Ken- 
lucky,  and  urge  upon  them  tbe  necessity  ol 
joining  the  Confederate  forces  at  tbe  from 
without  delay.  In  all  probability  we  will 
not  hearol  Jesse's  exploits  in  the  Stale  again 
for  some  time. 

He  is  moving  with  the  evident  inlenlion 
of  joining  Forrest,  and,  perhaps,  by  this  time, 
is  south  of  the  Tennessee  river  John  Mar- 
shall is  surrounded  by  a  set  of  desperadoes, 
ttnd  he  is  a  disgrace  to  the  name  be  bears 
Last  week  he  was  guilty  of  one  of  those  bar- 
barous acts  that  belong  to  a  darker  age.  A 
gentleman  in  Henry  county,  by  the  name  of 
Thomas,  had  employed  several  negroes  to 
cut  up  his  corn  A  general  jollification  was 
to  be  bad  at  night,  and  the  negroes  from  the 
neighborhood  were  invited  to  attend  a  corn- 
cutting  by  the  light  of  the  moon.  While 
two  darkies  were  on  their  way  to  Mr  Thorn 
as's  field,  singing  as  it  is  cnslomarv  lor  ne- 
groes to  do  in  the  country,  John  Marshall, 
surrounded  bv  eight  of  his  most  desperate 
lollowcrs,  suddenly  appeared  in  the  road  and 
commanded  the  two  sable  individuals  to 
come  to  a  halt.  One  of  them  attempted  to 
escape,  and  was  fired  upon  iwicc,  both  shots 
taking  effect.  He  ran  toward  Mr.  Henry's 
house,  and,  on  reaching  the  yard,  fell  a 
corpse. 

The  other  negro  backed  into  a  f.-ncc- 
corncr  and  piteously  begged  for  his  lile, 
telling  tbe  outlaws  that  he  would  accom- 
pany them  and  do  any  thing  they  asked  ol 
him  if  they  would  not  kill  him  Marshall 
turned  a  deaf  ear  to  his  pleadings,  and  draw- 
ing a  revolver  fired  six  shots  at  the  frighten 
ed  African,  each  nail  passing  through  the 
body.  He  then  sprang  from  his  horse, 
dragged  the  dead  body  into  the  road,  and 
stamped  the  head  and  face  into  a  jelly.  The 
following  morning  he  breakfasted  at  a  gen- 
tleman's house  in  the  viciniiy,  and,  before 
sitting  down  to  the  table,  be  boasted  of  the 
perpetration  of  this  cowardly  murder  and 
inhuman  outrage.  The  blood  was  still  upon 
his  garments  and  hands,  and  be  referred  to 
tbe  dark  stains  with  a  smile  of  grim  satis 
faction.  He  asserted  that  he  fired  the  (wo 
shots  at  the  negro  who  attempted  lo  escape, 
and  hoped  that  be  bad  killed  bim.  The  lady, 
at  whose  house  Marshall  was  an  unwelcome 
guest,  reproved  him  lor  bis  cruelty,  and 
several  of  his  men  did  the  same  thing.  He 
laughed  over  it  as  if  it  was  a  matter  of  but 
litllo  moment,  and  simply  an  every-day 
transaction.  We  are  well  aware  that  ninny 
of  tbe  friends  of  young  Marshall  will  be 
surprised  to  read  this  statement,  and,  per- 
haps, now  feel  inclined  10  question  the  ve- 
racity of  the  same.  Forlbesakeoi  humanity 
we  would  wish  that  the  charges  were  devoid 
ol  truth;  but  they  are  made  by  a  responsible 
gentleman,  one  fully  conversant  with  all  ihe 
i  cidents  related,  and  he  assures  us  that 
they  are  true.  Such  open  lawlessness  and 
depravity  of  heart  will  sooner  or  later  meet 
the  demand- of  justice,  and  the  retribution 
will  be  terrible. 


Astounding  Rascality. 

A  few  days  since  t.ie  Louisville  Journal 
cautioned  its  anti-Union  readers  against 
telegraphic  dispatches  which,  it  said,  might 
report  frauds,  etc.  Was  the  Journal  aware 
of  the  rascality  being  perpetrated  by  the 
New  York  State  Agents  [who  are  all  Chica- 
goites]  upon  tbe  soldiers'  votes,  and  thus 
put  in  a  warning  beforehand  to  break  the 
force  of  any  disclosure  that  might  take 
place  ? 

We  have  heretofore  informed  our  readers 
that  the  soldiers'  voting  law  of  New  York 
provides  that  each  soldier  shall  inclose  bis 
ballot  in  a  sealed  envelope  previous  to  elec- 
tion day ,  and  the  envelope  being  sent  to  the 
writer's  place  of  residenco  is  deposited  for 
him  by  proxy  in  the  ballot-box. 

A  State  Agent  is  sent  io  each  Division  of 
ihe  Army  to  collect  these  enveloped  ballots, 
and  see  that  they  are  properly  sent  to  the 
place  where  the  soldiers  respectively  reside. 
These  Slate  Agents  are  all  appointed  by 
Gov.  Seymour,  who  was  President  of  the 
anti-Union  Convention  which  nominated 
McClellan  and  Pendleton,  and  it  is  the  half- 
crazy  tool  of  Fernando  Wood,  Ben.  Wood, 
Dean  R  chmond,  Vallandigham,  and  that 
class  of  traitors.  To  what  scoundrels  this 
duty  was  assigned  by  Gov.  Seymour,  Our 
renders  will  see  by  the  subjoined  telegrams: 

Washington,  Oct.  26. — The  startling  dis- 
covery has  been  made  that  enormous  irauds 
have"  been  committed  in  receiving  the  sol- 
diers' vote  of  New  York.  This  vote,  it  should 
be  understood,  differs  from  ihe  votes  ol  the 
soldiers  in  most  other  States  in  being  by 
proxy.

mucilage  rnslted  and  bscams  unsealed  Tbe 
Lincoln  ballots  were  then  taken  out  and 


McClellau  ballots  substituted,  and  the  en- 
velopes sealed  up  again.  The  extent  of  tho 
fraud  is  not  yet  ascertained,  but  some  t  n 
thousand  ballot3  arc  said  to  have  been  thus 
opened.  Suspicion  resle,  among  others,  up- 
on Gov.  Seymour  s  State  agenl6  here.  Gen. 
Doubleday's  Military  Commission  is  ordered 
to  investigate  tho  matter  forthwith.  The 
affair  proves  ■  decided  sensation  in  political 
circles. 

— The  New  York- 
State  Agent  in  this  city  was  arrested  to-day, 
and  his  office  closed.

The  State  Agents  at  Baltimore,  Edward 
Donahue,  Jr.,  ol  Albany,  Petor  Kirby,  of 
Lewis  county,  and  Dr  Jones,  of  New  York 
Oily,  voting  agents,  have  been  arrested  by 
the  Provost  Marshal,  who  also  closed  the 
New  York  State  Agency.

New  York,  October  27.— Moses  J.  Terry, 
New  York  State  Agent  at  Baltimore,  arrest- 
ed on  the  charge  of  forging  soldiers'  votes, 
has  made  ■  full  confession.

The  Muscogee  (Alabama)  Herald  wrote: 
"Free  tj  ■•  iely  !  We  sicken  of  tbe  name. 
What  is  it  but  a  conglomeration  of  greasy 
mechanics,  fiUhy  operatives,  small-fisted  far- 
mers, and  moon-siruck  theorist?  All  the 
Northern  Slates  are  devoid  of  society  Jilted/or 
well-bred  gentlemen.  The  prevailing  class  one 
meets  with  is  that  ol  mechanic  struggling 
to  be  genteel,  and  small  farmers  who  do 
iheir  own  drudgery  ;  and  yet  who  are  hard- 
ly fit  for  association  with  ft  gentleman's 
body  servant  [slave.]  This  is  your  free  so- 
ciety !" 

The  Richmond  Enquirer  declares  that  the 
rebellion  of  slaveholders  was  justifiable,  be- 
cause 

'  The  experiment  of  universal  liberty  has 
failed.  The  evils  of  free  society  are  insuffer- 
able and  impracticable  in  the  long  run.  It 
is  everywhere  starving,  demoralized,  and  in- 
surrectionary. Policy  and  humanity  alike 
forbid  the  extension  of  its  evils  to  new  peo- 
ples and  coming  generations.  Thus,  free 
society  must  fall  and  give  way  to  slave  soci- 
ety, a  soci  il  system  old  as  the  world  and 
universal  as  man." 

Howell  ('obb,  of  Oeorgia,  one  of  the 
leaders  in  tho  rebellious  movement,  advoca- 
ted the  enslavement  of  all  workingmen  and 
women : 

'  There  is,  perhaps,  no  solution  of  the  great 
problem  of  reconciling  the  interests  of  labor 
and  capital,  so  as  to  protect  each  from  the 
encroachments  and  oppressions  of  the  other, 
so  simple  as  slavery.  By  making  the  laborer 
himself  capital,  the  conflict  ceases  and  the  inter- 
ests become  identical." 

Theeo  are  tbe  men  whom  tbe  anti-Union 
Chicago  parly  would  require  us  to  sue  for 
peace  on  any  terms,  and  by  whose  will  they 
arc  willing  that  this  country  should  be  gov- 
erned.

For  ihe  benefit  and  information  of  the 
Kentucky  Soldiers  in  this  Stale,  we  publish 
the  following  Circular  : 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  KY.,  ) 
Uffice  of  Secretary  of  State,  I 
Frankfort,  Ky  ,  Oct  10M,  1864.  J 

The  attention  of  the  qualified  voters  ol 
this  Stale,  in  actual  military  service  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  Siate,  who  may  be  in 
the  Slate  on  the  day  of  the  next  Preoiden- 
tial  election,  is  called  to  the  following  clause 
ot  Chapter  572  of  an  Act  passed  by  the  lasl 
General  Assembly : 

"That  all  qualified  voters  of  this  Stale, 
who  shall  be  in  the  military  service  ol  tbe 
United  States  or  of  this  Siaie,  either  within 
this  State  or  without  tbe  same,  on  tbe  day 
of  the  next  Presidential  election,  shall  be 
entitled  to  exercise  the  right  ot  suffrage  at 
t lie  election  to  be  held  pursuant  to  law,  on 
the  Tuesday  next  alter  the  first  Monday  iu 
November  next,  for  the  election  of  Electors 
of  Pres-dent  and  Vice  President  of  the 
Uuited  Slates,  at  any  voting  precinct  in  this 
State,  whether  resident  therein  or  not." 

By  which  it  will  be  perceived  that  all 
soldiers  of  this  Slate,  who  are  qualified 
voters,  are  authorized  to  vote  at  any  pre- 
cinct where  they  may  be  within  the  State; 
and  those  out  of  the  Slale  will  vote  in 
camp,  to  whom  Forms  and  Instructions  have 
been  sent  E.  L.  VAN  WINKLE,

We  also  cull  attention  to  the  8th  section 
of  the  Soldiers'  voting  law  : 

§8.  The  judges  shall  see  that  order  is 
maintained,  and  that  each  voter  be  permitted 
to  go  to  the  polls  and  vote,  without  inlimida-> 
lion  nr  restraint,  lor  the  men  ot  his  choice.

It  has  come  to  tho  knowledge  of  tho  General 
Commanding  that  persons,  in  this  Military  Dis- 
trict, iu  public  speeches-  and  otherwise,  are  en- 
couraging their  partisans  to  go  to  the  polls  arm- 
ed at  the  ensuing  election,  under  tbe  false  pre- 
tense that  tho  military  meditate  illegal  interfer- 
ence. 

A  more  effectual  means  of  inciting  the  large 
rebel  element  in  our  midst  to  acts  of  violence,  and 
of  deterring  peaceable  and  orderly  citizens  from 
attending  the  polls,  could  not  be  well  devised. 

The  Commanding  General  is  resolved,  so  far  as 
the  means  at  his  disposal  will  allow,  to  have  a 
fair  and  free  election,  and  to  this  end  every  aid 
will  be  afforded  to  the  officers  of  tbe  election  in 
enforcing  the  State  laws  npon  the  subject,  both 
as  to  the  admission  of  qualified  voters  and  the 
exclusion  of  those  who  are  disqualified. 

Tho  rebel  elemont  in  our  midst,  whether  resi- 
dent or  sojourning  from  other  States  has  no  right 
to  intorfere  in  our  elections ;  and  those  who  are 
known  as  adherents  of  tbe  cause  of  tbe  rebellion 
will  not  be  permitted  to  indulge  in  seditious  dis- 
cussions, attend  political  meeting*  or  the  i  laces 
of  voting  on  election  day.  They  must  remain 
quiet  or  leave  tho  Stato.  The  Aot  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Stato  of  Kentucky,  of  March  11. 
1862,  must  be  the  test  of  political  rights  to  all 
such;  and  neither  false  oaths  or  the  culpable  con- 
nivance of  partizan  officers  of  elections  will  shield 
from  punishment  those  who  violate  it. 

Tho  following  is  the  Aot  of  the  Legislature 
above  referred  to : 

"An  act  to  amend  Chapter  15,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  entitled  Citizens,  Expatriation  and 

Aliens. 

"Sic.  1.  Be  it  enacted,  6)6..'  That  any  citizen 
of  this  State  who  shall  enter  into  the  service  of 
the  so-called  Confederate  States,  in  either  a  civil 
or  military  capacity,  or  enter  into  the  service  ot 
the  so-called  Provisional  Government  of  Ken- 
tucky, in  either  a  civil  or  military  capacity,  or  hav- 
ing heretofore  entered  suoh  service  of  either  the 
Confederate  States  or  Provisional  Government, 
shall  continue  in  such  service  after  this  Act  takes 
effect,  or  shall  take  up  and  oontinue  in  arms  against 
the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  or  the 
State  of  Kontucky,  or  shall  give  voluntary  aid 
and  assistance  to  those  in  arms  again*!  said  force*, 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  expatriated  himself,  and 
*hall  no  longer  be  a  citizen  of  Kentucky,  nor 
•'hall  he  again  be  a  citizen,  except  by  permission 
of  the  Legislature  by  general  or  special  statute. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  a  person  attempts,  or 
is  called  on  to  exercise  any  of  the  Constitunal  or 
legal  rights  Bnd  privileges  belonging  only  to  oit- 
izens  of  Kentucky  he  may  be  required  to  nega- 
tive, on  oath,  the  expatriation  provided  in  the 
first  soction  of  this  Act,  and  upon  his  failure  or 
refusal  to  do  so,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  exeroise 
any  such  right  or  privilege. 

"Sec.  J.  This  Act  to  be  of  foree  in  thirty  days 
from  and  after  its  passage." 

Allorft  voluntarily  done  by  a  citizen,  and  design- 
ed or  intended  by  him  to  aid  or  assist  those  in 
arms,  against  tho  United  Statos,  or  State  of  Ken. 
tucky,  are  embraced  by  the  Statute 

"Aid  and  assistance"  may  be  given  to  those  in 
arms  by  icorrf»  as  well  as  acts,  aa,  for  instance, 
by  giving  valuablo  information,  persuading  and 
inducing  persons  to  onlist  in  the  rebel  servioe  to. 

It  is  perfectly  easy  for  discreet  and  patriotio 
officors  of  the  election  to  distinguish,  under  the 
terms  of  this  law,  logal,  from  disfranchised 
votors.  Those  officers,  and  not  suspocted  per. 
sons  applying  to  vote,  are  tho  judges,  both  of 
tho  sense  of  tho  oath  to  be  administered,  of  the 
proper  questions  to  be  put  and  answered,  and  of 
the  legal  effect  of  tho  facts  disclosed. 

Officers  within  this  command  will  promptly 
arrest  every  ene  violating  this  order;  and  oiti- 
zens  aro  requested  to  communicato  infractions  of 
it  to  the  nearest  military  authority.
